B.R.O. 44. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 13 of the 
National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 1948), the Central Government is 
pleased to direct that the following further amendments shall be made in the 
National Cadet Corps Rules, namely: — 

In the said Rules — 

1. Far the words “appiopnate Government” wherever they occur, the 
words ‘‘State Government” shall be substituted. 

'2. For clause (b) oi Iluic 2, the following .clause shall be substituted, 

namely : — 

"(b) ‘State Government’, in relation to a Part C State, moans the Chief 
Commissioriei of that State;”. 

3. In Rule 5, after <huxe (a) the following clause shall be inserted, 

namely : — 

“(aa) unless ho is a oitizen of India oi a subject of Nepal: 

Provided that the Central Government max, in any suitable case, relax 
the provisions of this clause;” 

4. In sub-rule (2) of Rule 24, for the words “Province, Centrally Administer- 
ed Area or an Acceding State" the word "State” shall bo substituted 

5. In the Explanations to Rule 39, for the words “the Commander of th® 
Sub -Area or of the State Forces” wherever they occur the words "the Gom- 
mandrr of the Sub-Area m a Part A. State or the Commander of the 
State Forces in a Part B State” shall be substituted. 

0. For sub-role (2) of Rule 42, the following sub-rule shall bo substituted, 
namely : — > 

“(2) A State Advisory Committee shall bo constituted as follows: — 

( i) the Minister of Education, or the Chief Commissioner in the case of 
a Part C State, who shall be the Chairman of the Committee; 
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(b) the Secretary of the Education Department ol I he State concerned 
or it the National Cadet Corps is controlled by any other depart- 
ment, then the Secretary ot that Department; 

(u) the Vice-Chancellor of each University, if any, in the State; 

(d) the Director of Public Instruction, if any, of the State; 

(e) One officer of the Army to be nominated — 

(i) in the case of an Advisory Committee for a Part B State, by ihe 
General Officer Commanding or Commander of the Force® of 
that State Jrom the btaff ot his Headquarters ; 

(iij in any other case, by the General Officer Oommunding-in-Obief 
the Command horn the stall of the .Headquarters of the 
Command or Area 

(f) two Headmasters ol schools which provide a unit of the Junior 

Division, to be nominated annually by the State Government; 

(g) one officer of the "Regular Auny ported to the National Cadet Corps, 

to bo nominated by the Direotoi, National Cadet Corps; 

(h) threo non-official members, of whom one shall be a woman, to be 

nominated annually by th© State Government; 

(i) the memhei, it any, of the Central Advisory Committee residing in 

the Slate. 

A seniot officer of the Education Department, to be nominated by the State 
Government, Hindi be the Secretary of the Committee.” 

7. In sub-rule (2) of Rule 48 — 

(a) for th© words “A Provincial, Centrally Administered Area or State 

Advisory Committee” the words “A State Advisory Committee’' 
shall be substituted ; 

(b) for the words "Proviucc, Ihe Centrally Administered Atea or State” 

the words “State” shall be substituted ; 

( c ) in clause (a), for the words “Provincial, Centrally Administered Area 

or Slate Government” tho words “State Government” shall bo 
substituted; 

(d) for sub-clause (iv) of clause (a) the following shall be substituted L 

namely: — 

“any other matter which may be referred to it by the Central Govern- 
ment or the State Government or the Director, National Oadetj 
Corps, as the case may bo”. 

8. In Schedule I, in Forms I, II and 111, for item 3 the following item 
shall be substituted, numcly: — 

“3. Are you a citizen of India or a subject of Nopal?”.
